{SERMON BY THE 

The Rev. H, Copley Moyle, chaplain of 
St, John’s Cathedral, preached the sixth 
sermon of tho Lenten course on the subject 
of ‘Joy, taking as text I: John i, 4: 
“That your joy may be full,” He said :— 

We have thought, on these Sunday morp- 
ings in Lent of certain characteristic 
features Of the Christian Life. And 
perhaps some one may be saying this is 
not a very attractive life,—a life of labour, 
of battle and: of ‘constant watching does 
not. sound ‘attractive. | Well, be it so, we 
cannot withdraw anything that has been 
said, It is doubtleas a hard, life: Jesus 
Christ was always careful to show that 
to those who wished to follow Him. To 
one would-be disciple He said: ‘i The Son 
of Man hath not where to lay His head.” 
To all who would be his disciples He said: 
“Take up the Cross.” Tf you want to 
live the Christian life you must be pre- 
pared for self-denial; you must be sready 
to endure hardness. But to-day 1 want 
to dwel} on angther ‘characteristic of the 
Christian Jife which may, at least, do some: 
thing to soften the picture. Fok in spit 
of its hardness and dangers | the Christian 


| tife is a’ life of joy. . 


Tt is ‘charactoristic of modern writings 
about Jesus,Christ that there is a tendency 
now ty dwell on Hix joyfulness, in a way 
that used to be uaknown. True, He is 
the Mun of Sorrows, but that is only one 
aspect of His character—and to-day ‘men 
‘are coming to sec what great joy was His. 
So a medern writer uses. these words. 
which would, have sounded strange and 
probably would bave sho 
fifty years ago: “The text characteristic 
of the piety of Jesus is a combination of 
opposites which is quite peculiar to it~ 
the . blithesomencss art 
fnnocenae af ‘childhood with the’ courage 
nod the serious earnestness of, manhood. 
Tt is probably impossible for anyone to 
form a conception of the childlike gladness 
of Jesus. Hig life was passed in sunshine 
and in joy, in childlike, trust toward God, 
im glad cxultation over natore’ and go 
men." All moody and aself-tormenting 
thoughts, all carking ‘cares, everything 
done under compulsion, all uno tural 
excitation of one’s feelings, “is entirely 
alien to Him.

which the Saints viewed life, the boyish 
glee which ‘so often peeps ‘out when’ least 


expected. 

Pet us ask ourselves whether’ we have 
this characteristic feature of the Christian 
Life. Is our"heart full of joy? Ie, itis 
not we are misrepresenting Christianity to 
thd world, There"is a tremendous power 
in joy... Jb makes ‘the hardest work scem 
easy.” Who hag not known the power of 
joy? Have you not had’ times when vou 
wero doing your work in life ago dull 
daty which you accomplished with’ diffi. 
eulty, and then suddenly there flashed 
upon you the light of some great joy and 
it made the dull duty a pleasure, 4 light 
task to be accomplished without serious 
effort? ‘There ig: tremendous power in 
joy and it ia'a power which ought never 
to be absent from the Christian character. 
If there were more of it to te seen in tho 
ives, of Christians we should sce an 
‘advance'in the ranks of the Church Milit- 
ant such as would indeed astonish, the 
world. 

For joy is attractive. But too often the 
lives of Christians, aro far from, being 
attractive. . One, of the ‘most common 
arguments against our holy religion is the 
diference betweon the Christiaan ideal and 
the actual.lives of professing Christians.

OBITUARY. 
MK. H, E. HOBSON. 


‘; em 
The death, occurred on February 35th, 
at.iron Bridge, Shropshire, of Mr. Her- 
bert Elgar Hobson, who was Senior Com. 
misgidner of the Chinese, Maritime’ Cu 
toms at the time! of hig retirement. 
was the eldest, son of the late Mr. Robert 
Hobson,o of Wellington, Somerset, and 
wag in his seventy-eighth year. . Mr. 
Hobron arrived, in Shanghai in August, 
1861, to join thé, Customs Service, “At 
this time travelling was, not the luxury 
it, iy ‘to-day, ashe wax 112 day4.on the 
ourney. ‘In the following winter ‘the 
Taiping rebels were dosing round Shang- 
hai, do like nearly evory_other. European’ 
resident hé joined the Volutitcers, and, 
armed with .o, short Enfield, did mucl 
night sentry'go, “In 1863 he” went to” 
Peking, and shortly “ftor thid. conse-, 
quent on the beheading of the Taiping 
rebel chicfs, he was appointed Staff In- 
torpreter to General Gordon, with im- 
portant. and oncrous duties in relation | 
to "the ‘Settlement of Shanghai. _ He 
eorved with Gordon until. the end of the 
campaign in 1864. For his ‘services he 
was decorated with the Cordon Cam-. 
paigt Medal, » precioua star of the first 
order. Ho,then ‘rejoined tho Customs, 
and served in one capacity or, other at 
no lyse than eighteen of the Treaty ports 
in China, Mr, Hobson thus possessed 
a varied and unique experience of China, 
‘He opened Webchow: to trade in 187 
Chungking in 1890, and Tengyueh (Yiin- 
nan) in 1900, hesides which he spent three 
years at Yuling on the Thibet frontier. 
He ended his Chinese service in. Shang- 
hai, where he endeared himself to all, 
with whom he came in contact. He was 
always ready to lend -o helping hand to 
anything ‘that tended towards the public 
benefit. , His quiet but sincere indivi-, 
duality’ gained for him’ many friends, 
not only among his own countrymen, but 
hamongst thoxe, of all nationalitics. ., 
a 
in all ages. "We are sometimes told 
that the mao of today does not worry 
ubout his sins.
